Also in many cases, investigation has established the 
correct spelling of many names, thus accounting for these 
changes. 


No sources are being set forth in the identification 
of suspected members since in many cases individuals are listed 
as suspected members based on an accumul&tibn of information 
regarding the activities of associates. 

This report is aimed in presenting the overall 
picture of the LCN membership and activities throughout the 
United States and its environs. Pertinent information was 
obtained from referenced reports, and was correlated with 
information in possession of the NYO.

Leadership 


JOSEPH BONANNO, SR., is the leader of a dissident 
.faction of the LCN "family” based in New York and formerly 
under his leadership. The organizational structure of 
this faction does not follow the classical pattern of an 
LCN "family," particularly due to.the small size of the 
group and the fractionalism existing within it. 


BONANNO utilized VITO MULE as a "patriarch, 
a position comparable to that of "consigliere" in other 
LCN families. However, MULE died on.March 13, 1971, and 
there has been no known replacement in this position. 

In addition, there is no one known to be occupying the 
position of "under boss" and the two known caporegime 
are both incarcerated, i.e., SALVATORE VINCENT BONANNO and 
CHARLES JOSEPH BATTAGLIA, JR. 


One of the members of the Detroit LCN "family 
residing in Tucson, Arizona, is PETER LICAVOLI, who has 
been identified as one of several "consiglieri in that 
family. LICAVOLI is regarded as a close Associate of the 
Detroit LCN boss JOSEPH ZERILLI, which association finds 
strength in the intermarriage of relatives of both LICAVOLI 
and ZERILLI. As a result of this posifeibp, LICAVOLI is
